WASHINGTON, April 21—()—Edward J. Milne, Washington 
correspondent for the Providence Journal and Bulletin, refused 
today to give the Senate the source of two stories he wrote about 
an investigation of Senator McCarthy (Rep., Wis.). 

‘‘To disclose my sources would in effect bring my newspaper 
career to a close,’’ Milne told the Senate elections subcommittee. 
‘‘No reporter can last in the newspaper business who violates 
a confidence.”’ 

The subcommittee abruptly postponed further questioning 
of Milne to give him a chance to obtain a lawyer after a mem- 
ber noted that ‘“‘this subject may involve a question of fines or 
imprisonment’”’ for the reporter. 

The group subpoenaed Milne to try to find out the sources 
of two stories he wrote about the subcommittee’s investigation 
of charges by Senator Benton (Dem., Conn.) that McCarthy is 
unfit-to sit in the Senate and should be expelled.

It has proved use- 
ful also in curbing excessive demands on 
factory output during the emergency rearma- 
ment effort. 

However, in recent weeks the picture has 
-begun to change. Goods have begun to reach 
ea balance with demand, and in many items 
«stocks have begun to pile up in warehouses. 
Obviously the inflationary forces which in- 
Stallment curbs were set up to control have 
“been harnessed, at least temporarily. 

Washington is reported to be ready to dis- 
‘continue this phase of the anti-inflation pro- 
gram. The Federal Reserve Board, which has 
its fingers on the pulse of national eco- 
nomic trends, is expected to suspend these 
‘consumer credit restrictions as soon as Con- 
‘gress acts on the new Defense Production Act. 

All indications are that the suspension 
‘will be wise. Figures show that sales are 
Jagging in many items, although employment 
‘and production are holding their own. Price 
trends are stable in most consumer items. 
‘The big buying spree, spurred by the Korean 
‘War, has subsided. 

Even though in consumer goods inflation 
has been temporarily licked, the conditions 
which could make for an even bigger upset 
of the nation’s economy still exist. Savings 
and income are at record levels, although 
taxes are taking a greater proportion of the 
latter.

Today millions of Americans will witness 
@ tactical A-bomb explosion for the first time. 
They will see history in the making via tele- 
vision from Yucca Flat near Las Vegas, Nev., 
alive and on filni. 

The A-bomb explosion itself is no more 


remarkable than the fact that individuals 
throughout the nation can actually see it 


happen. 

The release of atomic energy and tele- 
vision are wonderful scientific developments 
of this generation. Both are fraught with 
dangers to the world and both offer equal 
opportunities to man in his battle to over- 
come the limitations of his environment. 

“In this case, our citizens have an oppor- 
tunity to see the A-bomb explosion as it 
oecurs in peacetime. It should be an educa- 
tional experience and it should carry with it 
a warning. Until the nations hit upon a 
workable plan for bringing it under control, 
release of atomic energy upon American cities 
fr destructive purposes is the threat under 
which we must live. It behooves every citi- 
zen to learn as much as possible about 
the consequences of atomic warfare, what 
to expect and how to defend himself. 

* When the two bombs fell on Hiroshima 
and Negasaki, many of the deaths that oc- 
curred were the result of panic and igno- 
rance of the weapon. Because of their expe- 
iéhces, we know much more about the defen- 
s[ve measures we must be prepared to take.

large numbers of consumers to meet the re- 
quirements of down payments and higher 
monthly installments under present controls. 
Relaxation could give a needed boost to many 
consumer lines, including automobiles, refrig- 
erators and electrical appliances of all kinds. 


However, should suspending credit con- 
trols result in shortages in some lines, it 
might become necessary to reimpose them. 
We hope, therefore, that Congress will per- 
mit the Federal Reserve Board to keep its 
authority to restrict credit in installment 
buying whenever the need appears. 


The biggest defense spending is still in 
front of us. The biggest shortages of con- 
sumer goods as a result of defense production 
are said to be still in the future. With sav- 
ings and income at the level they are and with 
the added government spending, we have a 
made-to-order situation for further inflation. 


Under those conditions, it would be a mis- 
take to abandon credit controls altogether 
except in the lines where controls are no 
Tanger needed. 

Curbs in all fields should be relaxed after 
they have accomplished their purposes. The 
government should be given the authority to 
reimpose them if and when the need arises 
as a means of protecting the national econ- 
omy. While inflationary forces remain with 
us, It would be unwise to abandon com- 
pletely a program which has fought infla- 
tion to a standstill and saved the American 
people millions of dollars.

While the steel scrap keeps the nation’s 
number one metal in the headlines, it would 
be well, too, to look at scrap steel.

Milledgeville—We, the attend- 
ants of the Milledgeville State 
Hospital, thought we would an- 
swer the writeup about over- 
worked attendants, 

We might not be overworked,

have any time to complain. 
These are the hours we work a 
week—93 of them-—for $125 a 
month, plus our eating and sleep- 
ing quarters. Who else works 
like we do for this amount of 


pay, and picks up the paper and 
finds someone complaining of 
what the people do at the State 
Hospital? When they get sick 
and cannot afford to go to other 
hospitals, we always get them, 
but we never complain. We try 
to do the best for them we can.

. Bringing A-Test 
f To TV’s Millions 


LAS VEGAS, Nev.—Don't know how It will 
appear on your television screen but the video's 
version of the A-bomb test is a miracle of mod- 


ern electronics. 


Yucca Flat region, 75 miles from here. 


So have been the news reports out of the wild 


God, in His infinite wisdom, 


protected this part of the world against television by rimming it with 
impenetrable mountains which block the direct beams of the medium. 


Man dissented. 


He built a series of booster stations from the test 


site to Los Angeles, atop some of the most rugged peaks in the West. 


One péak, 8,200 feet high and 
perhaps never scaled by human 
beings, looked like the hump that 
would break the back of the 
dream. There was no way, bar- 
ring slave labor, in which the 
heavy equipment could be 
dragged to the top. Then the Ma- 
rines arrived with a _ helicop- 
ter. The egg-beater had never 
whirred higher than 5,000 feet 
in its existence. But this time 
it made 8,200 and a few more, 
and put stuff and the men to 
assemble the stuff on the peak. 
The last link in the electronic 
chain had been forged. 


The Army Signal Corps’ con- 
tribution to the news-story end 
of this test is almost equally 
dramatic. It has provided 24 
communication vans and a 
small army of experts to han- 
die the reports from the en- 
virons of the explosion. A fel- 
low writes a paragraph on his 
typewriter, which he has bal- 
anced on a rock atop News 
Nob, Nev. A GI grabs it and 
runs it 50 yards through the 
blooming joshua trees to what 
looks like a colorless circus 
wagon. 


An operator retypes it on an 
Involved looking typewriter. Each 
time he presses a key an elec- 
tric ithpulse is bounced all the 
way 4@to Las Vegas, where it is 
received on aerials erected by 
other Signal Corps vans and chan- 
neled into another electric type- 
writer which ‘‘plays’’ what is be- 
ing written up in the mountains. 

Then a fellow retypes that and, 
because his typewriter is con- 
nected with the ‘‘main trunk,” 
the words are flashed instantly 
to every paper belonging to that 
particular news service. The 
Las Vegas terminal of INS’s 
A-bomb news set-up, incidentally, 
is the back yard of radio station 
KENO, an INS client. The back 
yard, complete now with Army 
radio van and a weird antenna 
set-up, commands a clear view 
of the mountain range behind 
which the tests are taking place. 

Radio ‘‘tape,”’ recorded on the 
spot, is rushed to the Indian 
Springs, Nev., air base and flown 
to Las Vegas, for feeding on the 
main lines, by C-45. 

Newsreels for release to TV 
and theaters, and still pictures 
destined to be transmitted to 
U. S. papers by wire, are 
streaked to Los Angeles by jet. 

The Department of Defense 
people here say that all troops 
involved in the A-bomb test are

volunteers. The troops, isolated 
at dusty Camp Desert Rock, have 
not been asked to confirm the 
designation. The last time this 
reporter was involved with ‘‘vol- 
unteers’’ was at the Bikini tests. 
The Navy proudly announced 
that only volunteers were being 
taken along on the trip, I asked 
one of the crew members about 
this and he roared: 

“Volunteer—! They lined up 
a bunch of us and a chief yelled, 
‘Every fourth guy step out,’ 
That's how I volunteered.”’ 

The AEC takes every precau- 
tion to protect its worker or any 
persons under its wing from the 
killing or crippling rays given 
off by A-bombs or contained in 
the mushroom cloud created by 
an atomic detonation. Each cloud, 
incidentally, contains as much 
radiation as would be contained 
in 100,000 pounds of radium—and 
little more than two pounds of 
radium have been refined since 
it was discovered by the Curies 
more than half a century ago. 

It is serious business, this 
protection against A-bomb rays. 
But it has its antic overtones. 
A serious young man from AEC 
was briefing the assembled re- 
porters, editors and Civil De- 
fense Administration men the 
other day on the possibility that 
they might have to get out of 
the way of the cloud, With a 
dead pan he intoned: 

“In such an emergency, there 
may be a request to you to co- 
operate in an evacuation.”’ 

Soldiers involved in the test 
will be made available to re- 
porters, for interviews, on the 
evening of the. test-—the AEC 
said—and ‘after they have 
been decontaminated.’’ The man 
cidn’t say whether he was re- 
ferring to the soldiers or the 
gents of the fourth estate.

and modern schoolhouses in the rural areas, in addition to laying 
pavement for today’s motor vehicles. 


At the opening session Monday, 
the commissioners engaged in a 
roundtable discussion of their 
usual problem of road construc- 
tion and road maintenance, .with 
Secretary George T. McDonald 
of the State Highway Board mod- 
erating. Highway officials al- 
ways have played a leading role 
on the discussion program. New

‘Bilious’ Attacks 


Some of the functions of the 
liver are (1) formation of urea 
and uric acid. (2) detoxication, 
(3) secretion of bile, (4) produc- 
tion of fibrinogen, which is neces- 
sary for normal clotting of blood, 
(5) storage or iron and copper, 
(6) production of heparin, which 
prevents formation of clots—this 
substance, obtained from beef 
liver, is used nowadays in the 
treatment of thrombosis. The 
liver has several other functions 
which are principally of scientific 
interest. 

The liver secretes from one to 
two pints of bile daily. The bile 
is an orange-red liquid, turning 
to greenish-brown on exposure to 
air. It contains the salts, sodium 
glycocholate and sodium tauro- 
cholate, which play a part in 
the emulsification and digestion 
of fats in the intestine; bile pig- 
ments derived from the hemo- 
globin (coloring matter) of red 
blood corpuscles which have 
grown old in service and met
